The M anchurian w arlo rd ’s forces 
were everyw here successful in the 
initial clash, according to the Osaka 
M ainichi’s correspondent, who is on 
the battlefield. 
G eneral C hang’s 
troops 
gained 
com plete control of the tow n of Pa- 
pu Y ing Tse, 12 miles east of the 
im portant city of Chao Yang, w here 
th e fighting started. 
The conflict Monday was the s ta rt 
of the M a n ch u rian ’s leader’s drive 
for Pekin and of the w arfare that is 
likely to prove more decisive in the 
Chinese civil w'ar th a n the fighting 
around S hanghai, the correspondent 
telegraphed. 
Tso Lin, however, denied tak in g 
the initiative. 
The correspondent cabled a d ra ­ 
m atic picture of the confusion in the 
b attle areas w hich is ju st w ith in the 
border of the Pe Chi Ll province as 
follows: 
“ Towns and villages in the vicini­ 
ty have been com pletely deserted by 
th e ir in h a b ita n ts who fled, carry in g 
household 
goods 
w ith 
them, 
as 
though avoiding a pestilence or an 
earthquake. 
“ S tations along the Pekin-M ukden 
railroads, along w hich the fighting 
centers, are crowded w ith refugees 
whose plig h t is pitiful. 
“ Chan H ai K w an, w here th e ra il­ 
road pierces the G reat W all of China, 
has become the center of the Chi Li 
forces. 
T h ree 
th o usand 
train ed 
fighting men already have arrived 
from the capital and th eir stolid de­ 
m eanor contrasts w ith the terro r of 
the refugees. 
“ Wu Pei F u is ru sh in g his troops 
no rth w ard . 
All 
available tromps 
n o rth of T ientsin are expected to a r ­ 
rive at Chan H ai K w an w ith in a few 
days. 
The Chi Li force th en will 
num ber about 30,000 a t th is point. 
“ A desperate and decisive b attle 
is expected to take place soon at this 
im p o rtan t railroad point, and it is 
here th a t the fate of W u Pei F u and 
C hang Tso Lin probably w ill be set­ 
tled. 
“A nother center of b attle will be 
Jehol, w here thousands of W u Pei 
F u troops are concentrated.

Fruit and oil are the principal in­ 
dustries, 
but 
they are practically 
both monopolies, and require thou­ 
sands, yes millions, 
of dollars Jo 
handle. 
Real estate is a drug on tile 
market. 
Its day of high prices is 
past. 
As a matter of fact, real estate 
has been a gamble, the “ Ins-’ reaping 
the harvest from J lie “Outs’’ who 
come here to spend their money- 
'file film indusry is of course flou"- 
ishing here, but few get any benefit 
from that source. 
The owners are 
making millions, but hundreds of 
poor, misguided girls, who think they 
have talent, come here, lose out, and 
then— degradation. 
There 
is 
the 


P i t y . 
There are, of course, a few foun­ 
dries and other iron industries, but 
the railway shops are the big in­ 
stitutions, and they have all the men 
they want. In fact, a St. Paul frien I, 
who has been in the general office of 
the Chicago Great Western, says they 
told him here that if they gave him 
a place, they would have to dis­ 
charge an old employe. 
Hence, tell 
your members and 
friends not 
Jo 
come here and expect to get jobs 
If 
they come, better 
have 
a 
return 
ticket, or money to live on.

DUH!NG Constitution Week it is hut fittintf to firing up anti 
review the wonderful work of John Marshall, whose interpreta­ 
tions of law, made While .nerving as Chief Justice of lh*- I ti it ctrl 
State.-; for 31 years, formed impregnable bulwarks for the Con­ 
stitution of our nation, 
In constructive and enduring work he 
ranks next to Washington. 
When he entered upon tin* duties of his office on February I, 
1801, there were two schools of politics. 
The school led by Wash­ 
ington and Hamilton and Adams and Marshall believed in a lib­ 
eral construction of the Constitution, looking to the erection of a 
great nation based on a strong central government. 
Tho other 
school led by Jefferson and Madison believed in a strict construc­ 
tion of the Constitution, in the supremacy of the S t a t e Govcrn- 
m e n t and denied the ultimate power of the Supreme Court. 
The colonies had a taste of mere federation government, when 
lines were so loosely flung that no driver could get action out of 
the team. 
State's rights, the sovereignty of a state, its alleged 
rights to secede, had a test iii the c ivil war. 
The theory of government as enunciated by Marshall may be 
traced in his court decisions. 
In 1808 he held that an act of Con­ 
gress reoil, mint to the Constitution is voi I, that the mandates of 
the Supreme Court must be enforced even as against the Pie ro­ 
dent of the United States. 
In 1810 came the decision that tip* provisions in tin* Constitu­ 
tion are supremo and control even the acts of a State Legislature. 
When a st; to pp sirs a law that contravenes the provisions of tho 
( onstitution, the Supreme- Court has lh© power lo declare that act 
unconstitutional and void and that the? authority of the states is 
subject to the pre vi: ions of the Const tution. 
In ISIP liberal construction is given to the sweeping clause 
in the Const;!ut u n providing thai Congress should have the power 
“to make ali laws that shall be necessary and proper for carrying 
into execution the foregoing powers,*’ etc. 
Tile so-called Department College cast in 1819 marked an­ 
other important pier in our foundation of liberties. 
Marshall up­ 
held the constitutional sanctity of contracts and their inviola­ 
bility by the States. 
In 1821 the Court upheld jurisdiction of the United Stales 
over a State ami established the revisory appelate power of the 
Supreme Court over the judgments of State courts. 
In 1824 came the decision giving a liberal construction t » 
rile power of Congress to regulate commerce among the 
tat es. 
Commerce was free to travel among the States, immune to inva­ 
sion by State Legislatures. 
This decision established firmly Lh** 
supremacy of Congress over Interstate Commerce with the result 
“ that our Interstate' Commerce, still vaster on land and water. 
by beat or rail or telegraph, knows no state lines, is subject to no 
state exactions, and is as tree to everyone engaged in it as the 
elements of air and water.” 
Other decisions later established the paramountcy of Con­ 
gress GV* i* Interstate Commem- where the a* Is of the St it -s come 
in conflict with the Constitution or laws oi the U n ite d States. 
The guiding intellect and genius of Marshall established the su­ 
premacy of the Government over the Constitution as against the 
sovereignty ol the various States. 
Without these principles so 
firmly announced and so logically maintained, our Government 
could not have endured. 
The political theory of Chief Justice Marshall is admirably 
set forth in tin* case of Marbury vs. Madison in which he si Hies in 
part: “The Constitution is either a superior paramount law, un­ 
changeable by ordinary means, or it is on a level with ordinary 
legislative acts, and, like other acts, is alterable when the legis­ 
lature shall please to alter it. 
if the former part of the abel na­ 
tive be true, then a legislative act contrary to the Constitution is 
no law; if the latter part be true, then written constitutions are 
absurd attempts on the part of the people to limit a power in its 
own nature, illimitable. Certainly all those who haw framed c o n ­ 
stitutions contemplate them as forming the fundamental and 
paramount law of the nation, and, consequently, life theoiy of 
every such government must be that an act of the legist Uure 
repugnant to the I onstitution is void,” and then he emphatically 
asserts the duty and the power of Hie Judicial Department to say 
when the law- in question is and when it is not in conflict with the 
Constitution.

Banking officials state that many of the institutions which 
were ordered closed during the past two years are reorganizing 
and will reopen their doors, and the paper which they held anc 
classified as “frozen” is beginning to move. 
Business generally lias taken on new life and merchants in 
the smaller communities in the state are reported a s increasing 
their stocks IOO p*?r cent. This condition has not existed since the 
depression which immediately followed the signing of the armit 
lice and is one of the most optimistic indications. 
While the commodities which the farmer buys has been re 
duced, the price of his products has taken a jump, which brings 
the purchasing power cl the farmer’s dollar almost to par and 
the value is more stable than ii has been in years.

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.KHIN MARSHALL 


D uring Constitution Week it is but fitting to bring up and 
review I ho wonderful work of John Marshall, whose interpret a­ 
tions of law, made while serving as Chief Justice of the United 
States for 34 years, formed impregnable bulwarks for the Con­ 
stitution of our nation, 
in constructive and enduring work he 
ranks next to Washington. 
When he entered upon the duties of his office on February 4, 
1801, there were two schools of politics. The school led by Wash­ 
ington and Hamilton and Adams and Marshall believed in a lib­ 
eral construction of the Constitution, looking to the erection of a 
great nation based on a strong central government. 
The other 
school led by Jefferson and Madison believed in a strict construc­ 
tion of the Constitution, in the supremacy of the State Govern­ 
m ent and denied the ultimate power of the Supreme Court. 
The colonies had a t a s t e of mere federation government, when 
lines were so loosely flung that no driver could get action out of 
the team. 
State's rights, the sovereignty of a State, its alleged 
rights to secede, had a test iii the civil war. 
The theory of government as enunciated by Marshall may be 
traced in his court decisions. 
In 1803 he held that an act of Con­ 
gress repugnant to the Constitution is void, that the mandates of 
the Supreme Court must be enforced even as against the Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
In 1810 carne the decision that the provisions in the Constitu­ 
tion are supreme and control even the acts of a State Legislature. 
When a state passes, a law that contravenes the provisions of the 
Constitution, the Supreme Court has the power to declare that act 
unconstitutional and void and that the authority of the states is 
subject lo the provisions of the Constitution. 
In 1819 liberal construction is given to the sweeping clause 
in the Constitution providing that Congress should have the power 
“ to make ah laws that shall be necessary and proper for carrying 
into execution the foregoing powers," etc. 
The so-called Departm ent College case in 1819 marked an ­ 
other im portant pier in our foundation of liberties. 
Marshall up­ 
held the constitutional sanctity of contracts and their inviola­ 
bility by the States. 
In 1821 the Court upheld jurisdiction of the United States 
over a State and established the revisory appelate power of the 
Supreme Court over the judgments of State courts. 
In 1824 came the decision giving a liberal construction to 
the power of Congress to regulate commerce among the States. 
Commerce was free to travel among the States, immune to inva­ 
sion by State Legislatures. 
This decision established firmly the 
supremacy of Congress over Interstate Commerce with the result 
“ that our In te rsta te 'Commerce, still vaster on land and water. 
by boat or rail or telegraph, knows no state lines, is subject to no 
state exactions, and is as free lo everyone engaged in it as the 
elements of air and water." 
Oilier decisions later established the paramountcy of Con­ 
gress over Interstate Commerce where the acts of the St lies come 
in confiict with the Constitution or laws el the United States. 
The guiding intellect and genius of Marshall established the su­ 
premacy of the Government over the Constitution as against the 
sovereignty of the various States. 
Without these principles so 
firmly announced and so logically maintained, our Government 
could not have endured. 
The political theory of Chief Justice Marshall is admirably 
set forth in the case of Marbury vs. Madison in which he stales in 
p a rt: “The Constitution is either a superior param ount law, un­ 
changeable by ordinary means, or it is on a level with ordinary 
legislative acts, and, like other acts, is alterable when the legis­ 
lature shall please to alter it. 
if the former part of tin' alterna­ 
tive be true, then a legislative act contrary to the Constitution is 
no law; if the latter part be true, then written constitutions are 
absurd attempts on the part of the people to limit a power in its 
own nature, illimitable. 
Certainly all those who have framed con­ 
stitutions contemplate them as forming the fundamental and 
paramount law of the nation, and, consequently, Ute theoi.v of 
every such government must be that an act of the legislature 
repugnant to the ^Constitution is void,” and then he emphatically 
asserts the duty and the power of the Judicial Department to say 
when the law in question is and when it is not in conflict with the 
Constitution.

street, for the purpose of either and 
better supervision. 
The amendment further prove! 
that the power company ahull bring 
into the city two lead lines, one from 
Pillager, the other from Riverton, 
thus making it possible to switch 
from one to the other, should on* 
of these lines be out of commission. 
As an added precaution, the pow 
er company is asked to restore its 
transformers at The Northwest P a ­ 
per Co. mill, and the line to the mill 
which the city erected some years 
ago, so that in case both the P illa r .

Tilt* city council, at 
Its regular 
meeting on Monday night, did its 
utmost to secure for the citizens of 
Brainerd, a continuous electric light 
and power service, because of serious 
breaks in this service which have 
occurred since the Minnesota Power 
and Light Company has taken over 
the holdings of the Cuyuna Range 
Power Go's, property. 
For the purpose of securing bet­ 
ter service, the city council adopted 
an am endment to its present contract 
w ith the power company, which will 
provide for the tran sferrin g of tin 
switchboards 
from 
the did power 
plant on East Laurel street to the 
city pumping station on South Sixth 
street, for the purpose of closer and 
better supervision. 
The am endment fu rth e r p r o v in g 
t h a t the power company shall bring 
into the city two lead lines, one from 
Pillager, the other from Riverton, 
thus makin g it possible to switcl 
from one to the other, should on 
of these lines be out of commission. 
As an added precaution, the pow 
cr company is asked to restore its 
transformers at Tile N orthwest P a ­ 
per Co. mill, and the line to the mill 
which the city erected some vea^s 
ago, so that in case both the Pillager 
and tho Riverton leads should b» 
come out of commission, the city 
may still have uninterrupted servi< 
from the mill. 
The power company is asked t< 
furnish the transform ers and main 
ta in them. 
The city is to make its 
own contract for c u rren t with til 
paper mill company. 
While

with the power company, the latte 
has not as yet signified its willing­ 
ness to accept th e amendments, a1 
though if is believed th a t it willv d«L 
so in the near future.
